the roster of all major league clubs, j 
and oilier sources of supply, the article 
claims that enough players would be 
unearthed and developed in the course 
of a year or two to put three major 
leagues on a sound playing basis. 
Even if organized baseball wanted 
to continue a losing fight, it could do 
the Federal League the most subtle 
injury by recognizing them, as it would 
then he free from any further raids 
on its players.
